Mr.  Ghairman,  Lady  &  G-entlemen, 


I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  annual  report  on  the  health 
and  vital  statistics  for  the  year  1950.  Incorporated  in  the  report 
is  that  of  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr.  Piper,  from  which  it  is 
pleasing  to  note  there  have  heon  further  connections  to  the  Bucks 
Water  Board’s  mains  throughout  the  district.  The  Council  is  to  he 
congratulated  on  the  progress  made  during  the  year  on  the  extensive 
sewerage  schemes  for  Stewkley  and  Drayton  Parslow.  Furthermore, 
the  Worth  Marston  sewerage  scheme  and  the  nev\f  disposal  plant  for 
Winslov\'  were  commenced,  an  admirable  record  of  achievement  for  the 
future  preservation  of  health  in  the  area. 


The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  was  smaller  even  than  last 
year  and  only  13  were  treated  in  hospital.  There  v\ias  no  outbreak 

of  food  poisoning,  nor  were  thure  any  cases  notified  of  poliomyelitis, 
diphtheria  or  enteric  disease. 


Hospital  accommodation  continues  to  be  pro/idod  by  the  Oxford 
Regional  Hospital  Board,  both  for  general  and  infectious  diseases. 

The  Grove  Hospital,  Linslade ,  was  utilised  for  convalescent  purposes 
d.uring  the  year.  Immunisation  against  whooping  cough  and  diphtheria 
continues  to  be  performed  by  general  practitioners  and  officers  of 
the  Bucks  County  Council  in  clinics  and  schools-  There  has  been  no 
diminution  of  this  valuable  preventive  measure  reported  from  this 
district . 


I  am  happy  to  record  my  thanks  to  all  members  of  the  Council 
and  particularly  the  members  of  the  Public  Health  Gormaittoe  for  their 
ever  v\filling  help  in  maintaining  healthy  conditions. 

Commendation  is  duo  to  all  mombors  of  the  Staff  for  their  good 
work  throughout  the  year.  The  co-operation  of  othor  departments 
duo  to  the  happy  atmosphere  which  exists,  has  achieved  a  record  year 
of  progress.

Hospitals . 

Hospital  aGooiomodati on  for  the  district  is  provided  by  the 
Royal  Bucks  and  Tindal  General  Hospitals,  Aylashury.  Infectious 
disease  cases  ore  adinittecl  to  the  Aylesbury  Isolation  Hospital. 

These  three  hospitals  are  administered  by  the  Aylesbury  and 
District  Hospital  Management  ConmiitteG » 

Gases  are  admitted  to  the  Stoke  Mandeville  Hospital  or  the 
Radcliffe  Infirmary,  Oxford,  if  bod  Sj,x:;cG  is  ura.vailable . 

Similarly,  infectious  disease  cases  are  admitted  to  Infectious 
Disease  Hospitals  within  the  Oxford  Region  when  there  is  no  accommo¬ 
dation  locally. 

Pathological  Specimens , 

The  majority  of  specimens  for  examination  are  submitted  to  the 
Pathology  Laboratory,  Stoke  Mandeville  Hospital,  The  services  of 
the  Public  Health  Laboratories  at  Luton  and  Oxford  are  utilised  when¬ 
ever  necessary. 

Ambu la no  e  S  e  rv i c  e  s . 


The  ambulance  services  in  the  area  are  the  responsibility  of  the 
Bucks  County  Gouncil.  Five  ambulances  are  stationed  in  the  Borough 
of  Aylesbury  for  the  use  of  the  town  and  surrounding  district. 
Included  in  this  number  is  a  sitting-case  ambulance  and  a  vehicle  . 
garaged  at  the  Isolation  Hcspi.tal  for  transporting  Infectious  Disease 
oases , 

Maternity  &  Ghild  Welfare , 

This  service  is  controlled  by  the  Bucks  County  Gouncil. 

Infant  Welfare  Clinics  are  held  at  Great  Horwood,  Stewklejr  and 
V^inslowr  and  a  Mobile  V/elfare  Centre  visits  Mursley,  Hewton  Longville  ,

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  report  for  the  year  1950. 

There  has  been  little  change  in  either  the  general  administra¬ 
tion  or  conditions  of  the  district  during  the  foregoing  year. 

Within  the  next  few  months  it  is  anticipated  that  two  of  the 
new  Sewage  Disposal  Works  will  be  handed  over  to  the  Council.  It 
is  hoped  that  the  revised  and  expanded  system  of  maintenance  recently 
approved  by  the  Council  will  ensure  an  overall  improvement  in  this 
respect.  The  chief  difficulty,  hov\rever,  lies  in  obtaining  adequate 
staff  in  an  area  where  higher  wages  may  be  commanded  in  local  industry. 

Attention  is  respectfully  drawn  to  the  notes  appearing  under 
"Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal”.  Some  further  arrangements  will 
doubtless  be  required  within  the  next  year  or  two. 

May  I  again  express  my  appreciation  for  the  continued  help  and 
consideration  offered  by  all  members  of  the  Council  and  their  Staff.

As  the  new  Sev\rerago  Sohoraos  for  the  parishes  of  Stewkley, 

Drayton  Parslow  and  Dorth  Moorston  are  nearing  completion,  the  many 
properties  at  present  discharging  to  crude  sewer  ditches  and  similar 
sources  of  nuisance,  are  'being  picked  up.  This  work  is  "being  very 
throughly  dealt  with  "by  the  Resident  Engineer  and  a  considera'ble 
improvement  is  already  noticea'ble.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the 
Council’s  decision  to  provide  laterals  in  other  cases  is  greatly 
facilitating  the  general  progress  of  getting  all  properties  connected. 

The  only  addition  is  the  small  works  at  Hogshaw  designed  to 
serve  4  Council  houses. 


MuAT  &  OTHER  FOODS , 

Routine  inspections  of  all.  butchers’  shops  and  shops  selling 
or  preparing  food  have  been  carried  out,  Do  slaughter  houses 
operate  within  this  areo.
